Author or "One Bummer" nnd 
at Weimar. 


How much more some of us get tliau we de- 


serve ! A pleasure has come to us unsought. 
It came knocking at our door seeking entrance- 
aim we simply did not turn it away. It hap- 
pened in this fashion : A friend had been visit- 
ing Liszt in Weimar, and happened to mention 
us to tlie great master, who piomised us a gra- 
cious reception should we ever appear there.

the door, a row of books there too, a grand 
piano and an upright one, a low dish of roses 
on the table, a carpet, wbicli is not taken as 
granted here as with us—altogelher tlie easy, 
friendlj look of a cottage drawing-room at home 
wliere people have a Iiappy use of pleasant 
things.

Very graciously he men- 
tioned Miss Cecilia Uanl, of Baltimore; spoke 
kindly of Miss Anna Hock, one of the young- 
est and most dilicont of artists, and most forci- 
bly, perhaps, of Hermann, like Anna Mehlig a 
pupil of Sebert in the Stuttgart Conservatory. 
•' There is sometliing in Ihe young man,1' he 
said with emphasis. So he dialled in tlie most 
genial way of things great arid small, as if be 
were not one of the woi Id's geniuses and we 
two little insignificent nobodies sitting before 
him overcome \\ ith a consciousness nf his great- 
ness and our nothingness, yet quite happy and 
at ease, as evety one must be who comes with- 
in tlie sphere of his gracious kindliness. 


Suddenly he rose and went to his writing- 


table, and with one of his long, sweet smiles, 
so attractive in a man of his age—but why 
shouldn't a man know how to smile long, sweet 
smiles, who has had innumerable thiilling ro- 
mantic experiences with the sex that has always 
adored him ?—he took a bunch of roses from a 
glass on his table and brought it to us. Whether 
to kiss his hand or fall on our knees we did not 
quite know ; but America being less given than' 
many lands to emotional demonstration, we 
smiled back witb composure and appeared no 
doubt as if we were accustomed from earliest 
youth to distinguished marks of favor from the 
world's great ones. But the trull) is we aie 
not! And these roses which stood on Liszt'a 
wrilinc-table by his MS. music, presented by 
the hand that has made him famous, ate already 
pressing and will be kept among our Tenates, 
except one perhaps that will be distributed leaf 
by leiif to heio-worshipping friends, with date 
and appropriate inscriptions on the sheet where 
it rests, llow amiable lie was indeed! The 
roses weie raucli, but something more was to 
come. The Meister played to us. For this we 
had not even dared hope during our first visit. 
No one, of course, evi-r asks him to play, and 
whether he does or not, depends wholly on his 
mood. It was beautiful to sit there close by 
him, 
tho soft lawn and trees framed by the 


open casement making a backgiound for the 
tall flguie, the long, peculiar hands wandering 
over the keys, tho face full of Intellect and 
power. And now he smiles as be plays! We 
lauded* at first in our simplicity that he was 
smiling at us, but later it seemed merely the 
music in his soul illuming his countenance. 
His whole fa*ce clianges and gleams and' grows 
majestic, revenling "the master' spirit aa. his 
hands caressed while they'mastered tne keys. 


With harrowing experiences of the difficulty 


of Liszt's compositions, we anticipated as he 
bcjan something lhat would thunder and crash 
and teach us n hat pigmies we were; but as an 
exquisite, soft melody filled the air, and tones 
came like whispers to our ears, and a theme 
drawn with a tender, magical' touch, brought 
pictures and dreams of Ihe past before us, we 
actually forgot where we were, forgot that the 
white-haired man was tlie (amons I/iszt, forgot 
to'speak as the lost faint chord died away, and 
sat in utter silence, quite lojt to our surroum!. 
ings, w ith unseeing eyes gazing out through the 
casement. 


At last he lose, took our hands kindly and 


said, " That is how 1 play when I play badly. 
I am sufi'ering from a-cold at present." 


We asked if he bad been impiovising or if

Anir'we went 
off to drive through Wermar^and'Oiily half ob- 
serve its homely, pleasant slre'cts, its flat, un- 
interesting, yet friendly aspect, its really charm- 
ing park—so Liszlified we were, as a friend 
calls our state of mind.

designed by Mr. Smeaton, who took his idea, It 
is suid, from the form of an oak tree.

him " thoughts that do lie too deep for tears." 


How sweet to gather from the lips we love 


best, the words of unshaken faith, of patient 
sweetness in suffering, of ardent love for hu- 
manity, which flow from tbe great heart of 
Mrs. Browning; to listen to Whitlier's anti- 
slavery poems, which "stir the sou! like the 
sound of a U limpet," or to Ihe deep, sweet, 
trustful utterances of his later days. To be 
beguiled by !be music of Longfellow's verse— 
so sweet, we know not we are listening to it, 
until all wc.uiness shall be charmed away, and 
perfect peace enter our souls. 


But it is not alone for the measureless enjoy- 


ment, tbe rare delight that lie brings us, that 
we owe most to tho poet. It is for the lesson* 
that be teaches, the ennobling iufluence thai 
he sheds around us. lie sirengthens our high- 
est aspirations, he enlarges our ideas, he in- 
creases our love for humanity, patience and 
tenderness. "Poetry," says Coleridge, "has 
been to mo its own exceeding great reward ; it 
has soothed my afflictions; it has multiplied 
and refined my enjoyments, and it has given 
me the habit of wishing to discover the good 
and the beautiful, in all that meets and sur- 
rounds us." 


Poetry certainly quickens our perception of 


tho beautiful in nature. In the introduction 
of his " Poems of Places,' Longfellow says: 
" I have always found the poels ruy best trav- 
eling companions. They sec many things lhat 
are invisible to common eyes. Like Orlando, 
in the forest of Arden, they hang odes on haw- 
thorns, and elegies on thistles. They invest 
the landscape with a human feeling and cast 
upon it 
The light that never was on sea or land, 
The consecration of tho poets dream. 


Even scenes unlovely in themselves become 


clothed in beauty when illumined by the imag- 
ination—as faces in themselves not beautiful 
become so by tbe expression of thought and 
feeling." 
It may be said tbat this is all true of fine 


prose, also, and so it is iu a degree. There is 
something In the rhythm of poetry that makes 
it more charming and effective, aud In its dis- 
tinctive quality of expressing so much iu so 
few words. This is very noticeable iu the 
English and German poets, and especially in 
tbe latter. Most exquisite are many of the 
Get man ballads, in which a life-time of thought, 
emotion and experience are condensed into a 
few stanzas: but Ibey are untranslatable. The 
bebt translations of them are almost as unsatis- 
factory as a peach tbat has lost its flavor, or a 
rose that has lost its fragrance.' 


We kno'w what an effective weapon it has 


been in alt Ihe struggles of right against might, 
through all the ages, from the time of the sweet 
singer of Israel to the days of our own poets 
of freedom. A great man said " Let me write 
the °ongs of a nation, and I care not who 
makeii its laws." Tbe lays of the Troubadors 
incited the knights of tbe olden time to deeds

EDITOH GAZETTB :—An old crusade is Just 


being renewed. It is that against the old of- 
fender, swill milk, whohauuts all cities, though 
often masquerading under the title of "pure 
country milk." There is a motley army of 
doctors, milkmen, etc., always ready to take up 
tho fight begun by Frank Leslie back in the 
"fifties," while tlie distillers, and the owneis 
of one or two milch cows, which feed on distil- 
lery slops, arc ready to take np the cttdgles for 
swill. There are .1 number ot distilleries in the 
city, feeding from 900 to 2,000 head of cattle, 
or selling the slops to the small milkmen. Just 
now there is no piofit in umkin^ high-wines, 
and the distiller's only chance to get even is in 
cattle feeding. 
This accumulation of large 


herds in a limited space is objected to on the 
ground of smells, fur it is not claimed that the 
flesh of slop-led steers is unfit for food. As for 
tho swill milk, of u hich much is sold, the I-nest 
dictum of the doctors is that, while it is impos- 
sible to tell it by any chemical test from other 
milk, yet it is unquestionably injurious to small 
children, and adds largely to the infantile mor- 
tality, which is so sad a failure <if city life. 
Yet to forbid its sale is to arouse the hostility 
of hundreds of Itish, Germans, and Ameri- 
cuis even, each owning one or two cows, all 
kept within the city limits, and fed on swill. 
No alderman dare face the political enmity of 
these modern cow-boys, and hence the sale of 
cheap and nasty milk will probably be allowed 
to go on. A large share of the beet sold here 
during the winter is distilleiy-fed. The best 
cattle co diiectly through hero to the East; the 
poorer one?, which are unfit to stand tho jour- 
ney, remain, and arc fed up to plumpness and 
a market. It Is claitnoii that the f.it ia dif- 
erent in. color Cioin that <it grA»»-fe<i IJCCVOB, 
but nobody is critical on that point, so long as 
the taste docs not vary. 


There came *o an end on Saturday night the 


tilal of certain County Commissioners and 
coutractois who were indited for robbing the 
county. The testimony, part of it furnished 
by accomplices, or squealers, as they are called, 
w'as sufficient to satisfy any reasonable mind 
of the guilt of the accused, and yet the jury 
brought in a verdict of not guilty, without any 
loss of time. The defendants spent $450 a day 
on lawyers—the dial lasted thiee weeks—and 
it was mainly owing to this expenditure, llio 
general poor charaetei of city juries, and the 
fact that some of the jurors had been fixed, 
that they were able to escape. It is only an- 
other illustration of the helplessness of the law 
when it is fought by lawyers. 


Tbe suit of the self-styled Mis. O'Neil against 


her alleged husband, James O'Neil, the actor, 
came up during the week. The only progress 
made was the allowance to the woman of $50 
per month for expenses, and of a certain sum 
for attorney's fees. This is bitter for O'Nuil, 
who is devoted to money, dislikes to spend it 
for any purpose, aud especially on account of 
the follies and frailties ol his youth. 
The 


woman did not make a good case for herself, 
simply siibmittiic uftidavils of certain persons 
to the effect that tlu'.y believed she was wedded 
to James, hut failing to piodnce that certificate 
on wlilun a wediieu wife is supposed to set so 
much store, or any of the witnesses of the in- 
teresting ceremony. Still the Judi;» took com- 
passion on her, and made this little allowance. 


The fire, which sometimes does a good ac- 


sion, Kindly stepped in on Tuesday and burned 
up a superfluous place of amusement, thereby 
saving several persons from ruining themselves.

the issue of laud-snip to a man named Valen- 
tine, who had lost some California lands by an 
improper ruling of somebody or oilier, and au- 
thorizied him to locate thisstripon any govern- 
ment lands he might find undisposed of.

Such trans- 
actions might do in Puiilanical times, but not 
now. So the daughter, now an old woman of 
seventy, respectively petitions to hare that sale 
set aside. 
The indignant owner, surprised at 


this resurrection of the dead, refuses to ac- 
knowledge the Chief or the Chiefs daughter, 
and to law they go. The land-owner here 
hates the Indian as bitteily us the frontiersman 
does, but for a very different reason.

A commotion was visible among the colored 


citizens ol Bristol, Tuesday, which betokened 
that quarterly meeting or something else was 
near at hand. It proved to be something else, 
as a GAZETTE man discovered by a ciicular 
which he picked tip in the street addressed to 
the "Fellow citizens of the County of Bucks 
and Slate ^Pennsylvania." It was a call for 
a meeting to bo held in the A. M. E. church 
on that afternoon and evening for the purpose 
of devising ways and inoaus fora representa- 
tion of the colored race In the Jury Box. 
At S 


o'clock in I he afternoon, the convention assem- 
bled and a temporary organization formed by 
choosing Theodore Freeman, temporary Presi- 
dent, and fr. 11. Stockton temporary Secretary. 
After whlih Charles Conover of Langhorne, 
was elected permanent President, Mr. Free- 
man Vice President, Mr. Stockton continued as 
Secretary, Thomas ReynoUs made 
bis As- 


sistant, and Geo. W. lluck designated as 
Treastii-er. 
The front tenches were reserved 


for delegates, of whom there were representa- 
tives from JJensalem, Fallsington, Mlddletown, 
Doylestown, and Bristol, besides* number of 
persons not delegates, from the same and other 
paits of the county. But for the short notice 
given of the meeting doubtless avery place in 
Hie county would havo been rcprcsentee!. A 
committee im credentials and ono to draw up 
resolutions wuie appointed, shortly after which 
the convention adjourned until evening, when 
it again assemblod, Vice President Freeman in 
therhair. 


Tlie meeting was called to order, and Mr. 


Jlonls of Doylestown was introduced and 
made a fuw remarks relative to tho work in 
hand. After him came Elder Grimes of Lang- 
horne, who delivered a remarkable address hi 
which tlio astounding statement was made that 
but for tho colored troops being called out to 
suppress tho rebellion, the roll of slaves would 
have been called on Bunker Hill, lie thought 
it time the colored man was noticed by the He- 
publican paity in a different manner than In 
tho past. The colored man was Mr. this and 
Mr. that on election day but aftor the victory 
was gained tlie politicians didn't know him. He 
thought tho colored men as capable as other 
men to serve on a jury; "men ftom abroad with 
the hair scarcely off their teeth" were allowed 
tojudge him and his people, while they, Ameri- 
can born citi/ens, were denied the right. 
The 


men who said tho negro was not intelligent 
enough to sit on a jury, were like a Jerseyman 
who said they didn't know enough to vote and 
yet himself a voter went out to hunt and "shot 
another man's jackass, supposing It to be a rab- 
bit." Is there a colored man in Bucks county 
as dumb as that, ho inquired? 


Eldei Darlis felt somewhat out of place as a

summer woodcock shooting, and that sections 
relating to squirrels and rabbits be stricken out. 
This resolution was offered by a man from 
Beaver county who knows nothing at all of 
what is wanted on this side of the Alleghenies. 
If summer woodcock shooting Is made unlaw- 
ful thcic will be a good deal of Illegal gunning 
done in the State, for tho gunners will not put 
up with this Beaver gentleman's nonsense. It 
is my opinion, Mr. Editor, that there are not 
over a dozen men in this highfalutin State 
Sportsmen's Association, and one half of them 
do not care for anythi ng but their own county 
and their pocket. It is necessary that the 
gunners who do not want astop put to summer 
gunning should ventilate the subject in your 
paper and in every other paper which allows us 
space for our favorite pastime. The members 
of the Legislature will then know the views of 
their constituents, and I am satisfied that the 
members from Backs county, as well as our 
honored State Senator, will do exactly as they 
feel will bo best for those whom they represent. 
There are a great many gunners iu Bucks 
county who are pleased with your column but

About ten days ago, I came suddenly upon a 


little patch of water in a slough, and being hid- 
den by some tall, intervening grass, observed 
three snipes feeding—they must have heard 
me, for they ran under cover and crouched like 
plovers do sometimes. 
1 stood still, and short- 


ly they went lo work agaiu piobing for food. 1 
shot one fellow sitting, to make su re of him 
just as lie probed, and bagged a second as be 
Hew up. In tbe bill of the first, I found a 
small, hairy kind oftongb worm, aboutau inch 
and a quarter long, In the bill of the etlier I 
found a leech. 


This week 1 was again out ou the same 


slough and had poor luck, but out of ten birds 
bagged I found a leech about three inches long 
alive and wiiggling between the mandibles of 
cue. The next morning the girl, iu plucking 
the birds, jolted a somewhat smaller leech out 
of the throat of another snipe: this leech, too, 
was yet living, and I hare put him in a glass of 
water to see if he will revive ; If so I will flnd 
out his name and pedigiee aud let you know. 


Tims is the chain of nature never ending— 


the snipe sucks down the leech, we put down 
the snipe, and by and by when too much snipe 
on toast aud other luxuries has aiven us absces- 
ses on Ihe liver, leeches suck down tlie rank 
and snpcrfluous blood. I had no idea that the 
gastric juices of the snipe could convert leeches 
into inch toothsome morsels as themselves. 


" Right you are," I reply, and we patt. 
" Fire away, Shot," aud I waive my liand. 


Down the Held goes the dogrand n he Is going 
well extended, he suddenly faces the wind, and 
—there you are, by Jove 1—another point 1 I 
turn round and call the farmer's attention to 
that fact by pointing .with my gun in the 
dog's direction. The farmer" thereupon stops, 
and, being thus sure of an " audience," I went 
to the poiut. A brace got up, and bang, bang! 
the said braco come down—one bird was quite 
dead; the other one, only wouuded, squats 
In a furrow and looks about bim. I, making 
sure that the dog would nab it, walk toward it 
leisurely whilst 1 am extracting my empty 
cases, and Shot comes along at a gallop to see 
What is up in that quarter, when lo ! to my 
great astonishment, and I may add profound 
disgust, tlie bird, ou seeing the dog, gets up, and 
rises ou the breeze, flying quite over the liedge, 
and goes away, whilst I, with my gun unloaded 
look on open mouthed. Farmer is delighted, 
of course, and roars with laughter. Such is 
human kindness. 


It served me precious well right, though. The 


idea of a fellow going to pick up a bird or, for 
the matter of that, walking on at all, when his 
gun is not loaded, is simply absurd; and, as I 
said before, I got what I really deserved. I did 
not use to be so simple in former days; but 
then, on a " first," you know, one Is always 
slightly in a flutter more or less. However, as 
the bird liad quite gone, and we could not mark 
it, we, perforce, gave up going to look for it, 
and went on. 


In tin next field I met my friends, and,rafter 


mutual explanations, we went on altogether 
into a large grass field, where we made mire of 
getting fine sport. 


Tho worst of it was, many of the crops were 


still uncut, and, of course, the vast majority of 
the coveys had taken shelter theiein; and, as 
we could not go through these fields to rout 
them out, why they were very safe there, and 
seemed to appreciate that fact so highly that 
they would not move from them—no, not if 
they knew it. 


Howbeit, in tall grass, and a large field of it 


birds were bound to be, and there were some.

In a few momenta the 
cotip de Oat was accomplished, and tbe young 
statesman was requested to return, when he 
was informed of the result. 


A resolution was adopted directing himself 


and Mr. Kelley to communicate to the Secretary 
of State what had been accomplished. 
When 


the Secretary of State received them at his resi- 
dence ou the same evening, he was not only as- 
tounded but mortified and chagrined. Hekad 
acted In good faith iu the matter, but the course 
of the other side was such that he was convinc- 
ed that they had omitted a very important con- 
sideration in tbe proceedings preliminary to 
this final act. The name of Simon Cameron 
was the last he supposed could be mentioned 
in this connection, his age if nothing else pre- 
cluding his selection ; but • there were other 
reasons. 


The Administration had set out with tho 


work of Civil Reform, not enly in Pennsylva- 
nia but in the other States, aud in tbe disposi- 
tion of foreign missions and'the oilier pation- 
age at their control, had this fact constantly in 
view. Ex-Senator Cameron therefore did not 
fill the bill.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 20,1877. 


EDITOII GAZETTE :—Jurlng the lull of the 


past week in Congiess awaiting the announce- 
ment of ihe House Committees, the monotony 
of limits was veiy emphatically dispelled by 
Ilie action of the Pennsylvania Republican del- 
egation iu Congiess upon a piesumed invita- 
lion toseli-ct.a peison liom their State to fill 
the English Mission. The more said about it 
in theuewspapeis Ihe greater the muddle, for 
the newspaper stories have been confined solely 
to speculation, or to the imperfect version given 
by Ihe members of Congress who were led into 
the matter unde'f a misapprehension of the 
facts. 
When it was fiist deteimiued by the 


President and Secretary of State to make the 
appointment from Pennsylvania, tlie object was 
to make some recognition of that State as Re- 
publican iu politics and Important in -commer- 
cial anil industrial enteiprise. It was also con- 
sidered that the State was entitled lo some- 
thing at the handi of the Administration, aa it 
had uo representation in tbe Cabinet.

the subject was first broached, a suggestion was 
made looking to a complimentary nomination of 
ex-.Sena,U>r Cameron. This however, was not 
favorably received—it being observed by the 
President and by the Secretary tha? they regard- 
ed such a nomination unwise for two reasons i 
first, that tlie mission was one of too great jw» 
portauce to he made a matter of merely ooinpli, 
montary recognition of long public service; «nd 
secondly, on tbe ground that questions which 
would come np in Urn course of diplomatic ne- 
gotiation under the present Administration, be.

complimentary nomination. lo tbe meeting of

Federal patronage iu that great State, hereafter 
lie will not, be consulted.

A source of much embarrassment growing 


out of the recent destruction of models in the 
Patent Office, is their restoration for the uses 
of the office. 
The law requires that when a 


case for re-issue comes up. the applicant 
must piesent the original model. This is to 
prevent infringing upon the lights of others. 
After tho fire of 1838 the Government permit- 
ted the models to be restored by inventors, sim- 
ply lequiriug sworn evid«nce that they were 
not duplicates. Several thousand models were 
thus restored, and the law required that after 
proper Authentication they should be regarded 
as if they were oiiginals. A recent examina- 
tion of the ruins of the burnt portions of tlie 
Patent Office has elicted the important fact that 
some thousands of models can be restored suf- 
ficiently for the uses of office. 
It is proposed at 


once to clean these and proceed to their idonli- 
flcatiod. One wooden model was found in the 
rubbish which had gone through tlie fire with- 
out even the label being destroyed. Notwith- 
standing the severity ot the times the progress 
of invention has kept up with but very slight 
diminution, with the results of previous years. 
The rece:pts for the year ending October 1877, 
were $700,044, and disbursements $80i,090 
showing an 
excess of $104,954, in 
re- 


ceipts. Tbe number of patents applied for 
was 18,620, and issued, 14,272. Out of this 
difference (4,387) between the applications and 
the number issued, 4,271 weie allowed but were 
not issued, on account of the inventors or their 
representatives being unable to pay the final 
fee.
